CARMACK 


CLASH WITH 


ADMIRAL TAKES OFFENSE AT A 
QUESTION. 


He Had Told the Committee That He 
Thought Little of Aguinaldo, 
Whom He Regarded as 
a Self-Seeker. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—Admiral Dewey 
took offense at a question asked by Sena- 
tor Carmack of the Senate Philippine com- 
mittee today. The admiral had testified 
at considerable length, when he said: 

“Since you have asked my opinion,” said 
he, in answer to a qtiestion, “I will say I 
believe Aguinaldo was there for gain, for 
loot, for money, and that independence 
never entered his head.”’ 


Senator Carmack asked him why he fur- 
nished such a man arms and helped to 
organize his army, to which the admiral 
replied that ‘all was fair in war,"’ and there 
were no American troops in the islands to 
oppose the Spaniards. When he assisted 
Aguinaldo he did not call him a robber 
and plunderer, but the “insurgent leader.’ 

“IT say 1 think he was there for loot and 
money, ' he continued. 

“Do you think he was there: for any- 
thing else?’’ he asked, turning to Senator 
Carmack 

“I do,”’ responded the senatov. 

“Well, I swear i don't,’ said the 
miral, emphatically. 

Answering several questions the admiral 
said he thought he knew Aguinaldo better 
than Gen. Otis, Gen Bell or any other 
officer. as he saw mm of him. “He had 
not been in Manila 48 hours before I saw 
he was there for loot, he was then tak- 
ing everything he could lay his hands on 
from everybody, and I expect he got the 
lion’s share.’ 

The inguiry-ended rather abruptly at l2 
o'clock. Senater. Carmack asked: You 
don't know of a single dishonest act on the 
part of Aguinaldo, yet you regard him as 
a thief?’’ 

Admiral Dewey responded, saying: “‘I 
think I shan’t answer that question,” and, 
taking his hat, and bowing, let the room. 

The examination of the admiral will con- 
tinue tomorrow. 


PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Admiral Dewey 
continued his testimony before the Senate 
committee on the Philippines today. Reply- 
ing to questions put by Senator Patterson,he 
said that he had begun negotiations with 


the governor-general of the Philippines, 
Gen. Jaudens, for the surrender of the city 
and the negotiations were conducted 
through the Belgian consul, who after the 
death of the British consul had been very 
courteous in acting as a go-between. it 
was a diplomatic negotiation, no letters 
being written. The admiral said he had in- 
formed Gen. Merritt. of the proffer of Gen. 
Jaudens, but he did not believe that Merritt 
had taken ‘much rstock in it. I assur 
him that such was the case,” said the 
Admiral, “but told him of the arrangement 
that before the surrender should take place 
I was to engage an outlying fort and make 
the signal, according to the international 
code, ‘Do you surrender?’ after which the 
Spaniards were to hoist the white flag on 
the southern bastion. 

“I may say that I was the first to dis- 
cover the flag; métwithstanding I had sta- 
tioned 50 men to look out for it. It was a 
thick. day, and I chanced to be the first to 
discover it.’’ 

He also said he had read the testimony of 
Gen. MacArthur saying that he knew of no 
agreement of the kind mentioned, but that 
it had not been his (Dewey's) business to 
communicate with anyone except the com- 
manding official. 

Asked by Mr. Patterson to explain his 
statement that Gen, Merritt had not ac- 
cepted the report that the Spaniards had 
agreed to capitulate, Admiral Dewey said 
that was only his belief. 

“IT don't believe,’’ he said, “‘that the gen- 
eral entirely trusted the Spanish authori- 
ties. Still, he did not say so in so many 
words. I may add that I have since learn- 
ed that some of the Spanish officers were 
tempted to fire at us, though they had not 
done so. Even my flag-lieutenant did not 
accept their proffer as in the best faith. I 
knew, however, that they would surrender, 
for I understood the straits they were in.’ 

paplying to a question as to whether the 
agreement to surrender had been made 
public at the time of the attack upon Ma- 
nila, Admiral Dewe said he thought not. 

‘There are,’ he said. “lots of things which 
are not communicated to the public.”’ 

Mr. Patterson sought to secure from Ad- 
miral Dewey an admission that Aguinaldo 
had issued a proclamation of independence 
to the Filipinos about the time of the sink- 
ing of the Spanish squadron, but the ad- 
miral said he did not remember it, al- 
though it was possible. that he might have 
done 80. 

Mr. Patterson then read the paper for- 
warded by Conswl-General Pratt May 20. 
1898, in which the Phifippine leader said 
that providence had pened the way for 
independence to the Filipinos and spoke of 
the Americans as their liberators. The ad- 
miral said, however, that he did not re- 
member to have seen the paper. He had, 
he said, given Aguinaldo a printing press 
and probably he used this press for getting 
out his proclamations. 

In reply to a question the admiral said 
that Consul Williams, who had been sta- 
tioned at Manila, was an honest man, al- 
though perhaps quite enthusiastic. The ad- 
miral did not, however, remember to have 
promised to give Aguinaldo his ‘“‘cordia! co- 
operation,” as the consul had reported. 

For the purpose of making Inquiry con- 
cerning some of the representations of 
Consul-General Wildman, located at Hong 
Kong, Mr. Patterson asked concerning that 
gentleman’s character. The admiral ap- 
ee hae hesitated to reply, but then said: 
“He's dea I'd rather not say. He was 
the U nited ‘Stare consul-genera!l.”’ He 
added that he would prefer not ‘o reply 
to further questions. but when Mr. Pat- 
terson persisted he adde “He was a very 
able man—an able consul.” ‘Mr. Patterson 
then read Mr. Wildman’s letter of July 18. 
1898. saying that Aguinaldo had conduc ed 
himself in a dignified manner, etc.. and 
the admiral assented to the truth of this 
py he rer 

Speaking of Aguinaldo's lovalty the ad- 
miral said he had become suspicious of that 
leader before the receivt of his proclama- 
tion of July 15. He said:. “I began to sus- 
pect that he was not loyal to us when he 
demurred to moving out of Cavite when 
our troops arrived.’ 

“You mean that they were thinking more 
of anes own independence than of us?”

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HERE'S THE HUMAN. 
LIGHTNING RUD 


Frank Beehler Has Been Hit 
Three Times. 


LAST SHOCK NEARLY FATAL 


BOLT ON THURSDAY PARALYZED 
HIS ARM AND LEG. 


Two Weeks Ago He Was Struck and 
Again Last July He Was Picked 
Out as a’ Target. 


Frank Beehler has been shocked by light- 
ning three times within a year, and he 
believes he has accumulated enough elec- 
tricity in his system to rent himself as a 
storage battery for an automobile or hang 
out his sign as a magnetic healer. 

During the storm Thursday afternoon 
he received his third and last shock and it 
nearly killed him. 

He was sitting by a large plate glass win- 
dow at his home, 3217A Magazine street, 
reading, when there came a vivid flash of 
lightning... It™bored a hole in the ceiling 
directly over his bed, darted about the room 
like a glitterfig snake, rushed to the mantel 
where it tore a chip from a vase, and then 
descended on Beehler’s right shoulder. 

He felt a stinging, paralyzing pain shoot 

through his arm, and that member dropped 
helpless to his side. 
Then he experienced a numbness in his 
left leg and sank to the floor unconscious. 
A moment later he recovered and tried to 
raise himself, but could not do so. 

His wife ran into the room and began 
chafing his limbs, and in a haif hour 
Beehler recovered the use of his arm, but it 
was two hours before the perseer wore 
away from his jeg. The ankle is still badly 
swollen. 

The bolt in its maneuvers around the 
room stabbed six holes each about an inch 
and a half in diameter in the ceiling. The 
glass of the window was shattered into 
powder ard filled the room like white 
smoke, while the odor of brimstone hung 
on the atmosphere for a full half hour. 

Another bolt tore a gap six inches in dl- 
ameter through the ceiling of the house 
next door. 

On July 3, last, Beehlier was driving along 
Broadway near Monroe street, when a globe 
of fire struck an electric — bursting at 
the contact and shocking him. Two weeks 
ago he was walking on Madison avenue 
near Eliot, c ing an umbrella which 
had a steel rod. ere was a flash of light- 
ning and he distinctly felt the shock of 
electricity as it ran down the rod and 
through his body. Another young fellow, 
who had a similar umbrella, came up to 
him and asked if he had felt a shock, de- 
claring that he had. 

“My experience Thursday was the worst 
I have ever had,” said Beehler, “and | 
hope it will never be repeated. I suffered 
intensely for a time and have pains in my 
anwle yet. It is a miracle how I esca 
being killed, for the bolt made a hole direct- 
ty above my head. They say the third 
time is the charm, however, and I sincerely 
hope it is.” 


Bolt in a Saloon. 


While the storm was raging yesterday 
evening a bolt of lightning struck an elec- 
tric. wire at Leffingwell and Cass avenues, 
doing considerable damage. The. wire leads 
into the store of W. E, Woempener. per 
bolt ran along the wire from the front cn 

of the store into the saloon, burning 4 ay 
through the ceiling. There were severe 

ladies in the store at the time of the storm, 
and when the lightning struck they ran 
into the streets screaming. The damage 
done is estimated at about $75.

ARTHUR REECE LEFT HOME TO BE

WALKED FROM CARONDELET 


Night Overtook Him at City Hall Park 
and He Lay Down Beneath 
Cannon. 


Yearning to become known to fame as a 
ballplayer caused little Arthur Reece to 
rim away from his home near Elwood street 
and the Iron Mountain tracks Thursday 
afternoon.

I have two brothers, bug they are 
littler than I am, and they don’t know 
how to play baseball. There are lots of 
colored boys down there, but I won't play 
with them and there are no white boys 
as big as I am that lives close. 

“T had heard that uptown some place 
there was a lot where big men played ball 
and made lots of money. I wanted to see 
them play, and I started out to see where 
it was. YT walked all afternoon, Wut 
could not find anybody. There was so many 
wagons and street cars and everybody was 
awful busv. I got awful tired and did not 
know which way to go. 

“Then I saw that big man standing on 
that big rock in the middle of the pretty 
yard. e had a sword on him and didn't 
seem to mind the rain at all. I knew he 
must be a great man or they would not 
have all them cannons to guard him. 
went to him. 

“It was raining awful hard, and the 
thunder and lightning scared me. But I 
crawled under the cannon, and it felt so 
good to lay down that I just went to 
sleep.”’ 

Despite the battle of the elements that 
continued all night Thursday, the little 
Reece boy slept peacefully beneath the pro- 
tecting shadow of the immortal Grant. 

Wher his clothes were dried, Arthur wus 
ready and willing to accompany the big po- 
liceman who was detailed to take him to 
the home of his father.

Depositions Are Being Taken in Kan- 
sas City—Circuit Attorney Folk 
Representing St. Louis. 


Depositions in’ the case of Robert M. 
Snyder, charged with bribery in St. Louis, 
are now being taken in Kansas City.

SNOT IN DANG 


New Mexican Treaty Not 
Retroactive, 


MR. FOLK IS DISAPPOINTED 


HE HAD HOPED FOR EX-COUNCIL- 
MAN’S RETURN. 


Mexican Officials Are Believed to Have 
Altered the Agreement Drawn 
Up by Washington Gov- 
ernment. 


Washington dispatches state that the new 
Mexican treaty will not permit the extradi- 
tion of Kratz. 

Bribery is included in the list of extra- 
ditable offenses, but the treaty is not re- 
troactive and the safety of the ex-council- 


man is assured. 

Circult. Attorney Folk, who is at Kansas 
City, was greatly disappointed when he 
was informed that the treaty was not 
retroactive. He said: 

“Tinless the Mexican officials changed the 
draft, then the new treaty, or, rather, the 
new amendment to the old treaty, is retro- 
active. We wanted it to so. It was es- 
pecially asked by me, and the request was 
shared by the home government, to have a 
retroactive treaty for the extradition of fu- 
gitives charged with ringed b It is the cus- 
tom for criminal treaties always to be re- 
troactive, and so well is this custom es- 
tablished that where governments desire 
to prevent their being retroactive they in- 
sont an gr gy clause. There was no 
exemption clause in the original draft of 
this new amendment.” 

When asked his opinion of the fate of the 
treaty in the Senate Mr. Folk said: 

“Tf think the Senate will at once give its 
consent. I saw many Senators while in 
Washington, and without exception, they 
told me they favored such a course. They 
said, too, that not only did they favor it in 
the instance I was then quoting, but that 
they would see to it that future treaties 
should embrace a clause for the extradition 
of fugitives charged with bribery. 

Going back to the Mexican amendment 
Mr. Folk said: 

‘The retroactive provisions were the sub- 
ject of much displomatic correspondence be- 
tween this government and Mexico. We 
found that the Mexicans wanted to prevent 
retroaction. I do not know how it was 
finally settled, nor will we know until the 
text of the new treaty is given to the 


ublic.

DESTRUTIVE FIR 
N TIMBER. LANG 


WASHINGTON, IN THE VICINITY 
OF TACOMA, SUFFERS HEAVILY. 


Sixty-Three Square Miles of Territory 
in Cascade Mountains Burned 
Over and Destroyed. 


TACOMA, Wash., June 27.—Five hundred 
and fifty million feet of standing timber, 
valued at $1,100,000, was destroyed early this 
week by fires that raged in five districts 


along the line of the Northern Pacific, 
within 50 miles of this city. Numerous lum- 
ber camps were burned and several towrs 
were threatened with destruction, but were 
saved by the timely help of the Tacoma 
fire department. This timber comprised a 
splendid forest of fir. clean of limb for a 
hundred feet, covering an area of 3 square 
miles, apd all readily accessible - because 
it grew within a few miles of the railroad 

Aside from the timber loss the property 
of companies and individuals destroyed 
will be above $20,000. There are many camps 
far back in the woode from which no word 
has been received, nor is there any way of 
getting at the property losses to farmors 
near Buckl and Enumclaw.

have to be moved to other localities, en-

It is to be hoped that Kratz can be brought back to St. Louis 
under the provisions of the new treaty between the United 
States and Mexico making bribery an extraditable offense. But 
if this cannot be accomplished, some good has been done as 
an outcome of the Kratz case. It has added to the list of ex- 
traditable offenses a heinous crime which menaces the welfare 
of all states. 
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THE PEOPLE AND THE FRANCHISES. 


Thursday the Post-Dispatch called attention to an excellent 
plank in the Republican state platform dealing with the equali- 
zation of taxes. That question is of prime importance to all 
the people of the state. 

But the platform contains another plank on an issue of over- 
shadowing importance to the people of the cities in Missouri. 
It deals with the granting of franchises by municipalities and 
declares “that municipalities should grant franchises only by 
a direct vote of the people constituting such municipalities.’ 

The drift of public sentiment is strongly toward the owner- 
ship and management of municipal utilities by the municipal 
governments. The corruption that has arisen from the legislative 
grant of franchises for public service to private individuals and 
corporations has led a large and intelligent element of the people 
to believe that the only remedy for corruption and the only ef-’ 
fective method of protecting public interests lies in the owner- 
ship of franchises by the municipalities. 

St. Louis has experienced in large measure the bitter results 
of the corrupt combination between the boodling legislator and 
the bribing franchise grabber. Some way of preventing it in 
future must be found. 

The plan approved by the Republican convention has the merit 
of putting the question of granting a franchise in the hands 
of the people. Its adoption would enable the people to prevent 
the consummatior of a corrupt bargain between the briber and 
the boodlor. It would be a measure of protection and a step 
toward the final solution of the problem by the people. No 
franchise should be granted without the consent of the people. 


The extensive and active interest taken by the people of 8t. 
Louis in the movement for a gift of a memorial bell for the 
battleship “Missouri is an indication of a warm sentiment. of 
State patriotism. St. Louis should and undoubtedly will con- 
tribute her full share to the memorial gift. Local chairmen 
have been .appointed for all the cities of the state and there is 
little doubt that the gift will represent the good will of all 
ldissourians. Al! should have some share, no matter how small 
the amount, in the bell. 


AN ISTHMIAN CANAL ASSURED. 

The news that the conferees of the House have agreed to the 
substitution of the Panama for the Nicaragua route in the 
isthmian canal bil! ‘s gratifying to the country. It ends the long 
and wearisome struggle over canal legislation and assures the 
building of a canal. 

The bill as amended by the Senate does not exclude the Nica- 
ragua route if the title to the Panama route is not good, or if 
any insuperable obstacle stands in the way of the government 
The bill assures a canal by one route or the other. 

The advocates of the Nicaragua route have shown good temper 
and proved their willingness to sink personal preference for the 
public welfare. , 

The country wants a canal as soon as possible. There should 
be no furthér unnecessary delay in getting to work.

Rough on Kratz. 


It is evident that the editors of St. Louis 
have no consideration for Mr. Kratz’s nerv- 
ous system. He awakes from a good night's 
rest, induced by the headline, “Kratz Can- 
not Be Brought Back,” only to have his 
appetite for breakfast destroyed by the 
printed announcement, ‘“‘Kratz to Be Re- 
turned; Retroactive Clause in the New 
Treaty With Mexico.’”’ Perhaps’ before 
evening he is reassured by the statement 
that “It is authoritatively announced in 
Washington that there is no retroactive 
clause in the new treaty,’’ and is able to 
take light nourishment. But before bed- 
time he has become so nervous in anticipa- 
tion of the next morning paper’s story that 
he can’t sleep. Or if he does drop into a 
doze, it is probable that a vision of the 
disreputable, unpainted Four Courts makes 
him restless, and the chances are that even 
the transition of his dream to the modern, 
perfectly-appointed penitentiary at Jeffer- 
son City does not give to his sleep that vir- 
tue that won for it the first prize as ‘‘Na- 
turer’s sweet restorer.”’

THE VULGAR VOICE. 


What constitutes the vulgar voice? In an 
article, the reading of which may be. rec- | 
ommended to the legion of teachers of voice 
production and their pupils, a writer in the 
London Spectator concludes that this evi- 
dence of vulgarity ‘‘sprirgs, like 
all vulgarity, however displayed, chitetly 
from two causes—an undue love of conspic- 
uousness and an undue fear of the same.”’ 
The person whose chief aim is to keep him 
or her self in the eye of the world rarely 
makes qa remark without desi ‘ing that 
shall reach the ears of others bezides the 
one directly addressed: and here the 
cullarly false sound of the voice is aitrib 
uted to the absence of singleness of mo- 
tive. On the other hand, the waver 
and affected accent of the timid vulgar are 
ascribed to another form of insinccrity, 
namely, the wish to imitate others with 
whom one haprens to be, wher they are 
of a supposedly higher social standing. 
The attempt is sure to fail, and result only 
in the suppression of all evidence the 
speaker’s own personality—in the voice as 
well as in the manner. Thus sincerity, 
paramount in all art, is basic in breeding 
as well, which is-the Art of Life. So far. 
so good, if the world is to be considered 
and characterized as divided into twa 
classes—the vulgar and the not vulgar. 
Fut for our part, we feel tempted to ask 
further whether most of us do not at times 
fall into the use of the vulgar voice? Lis- 
ten to sweet woman, in one of her shrewd- 
ish moments, haply few; or to the great 
actor scolding his valet! In the rare case 
of these persons, to hear whom speak 
always to listen to music, the reason 
probably to seek in the fact that they have 
learned the supreme _ self-restraint. The 
anger or petulance which wunrepressed 
would have issued in shrillness, when re- 
strained imparts a certain depth and full- 
ness to the tones—‘‘the throbbing vecice,”’ 
and so forth, of the novel writers. it re- 
minds us of the old definition of a lady—a 
woman who speaks in a low tone and thinks 
in a high one.—Harper’s Week!y.

President Schwab and the 17 heads of 
departments were in Chicago #hursday, 
where they were met by representative 
business men and given every opportunity 
to consider the advantages of the Windy 
City as a location for the new establish- 
ment. While ine officials appeared very 
favorably impressed, they arrived at no 
decision, and St. Louis business men be- 
lieve this city has as much show of se- 
curing the works as any other, if the 
project is energetically pushed. 

The business organizations of St. Louis 
hold that there is no city in the country 
that can offer better facilities in every way 
for manufacturing enterprises, and it is 
their intention to urge upon the representa- 
tives of the steel corporation an investiga- 
tion of its merits. There will be no delay, 
as Mr. Kingsland’s telegram testifies, in 
offering every encouragement to the man- 
agement of the big enterprise in order to 
secure the prize.

POSTAL COMPANY 
WINS NEW WIRES 


IT WILL CONTROL PENNSYLVA- 
NIA’S BUSINESS. 


EXPANSION OF 5000 MILES 


Agreement, Which Goes Into Effect 
July 1, Gives Postal Exclusive 
Use of Right-of-Way. 


A dispatch from New York to the Post- 
Dispatch says that William H. Baker 
first vice-president and general manager 
of the Postal Telegraph Co., has an- 
nounced the completion of an agreement 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 

Mr. Baker said: 

“‘An agreement has been consummated be- 
tween this company and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co., under which this company 
acquires the exclusive right to transact 
commercial telegraph business on the lines 
belonging to the railroad system east of) 
Pittsburg and Erie, Pa., and to string wires 


on the railroad company's poles and rights 
of way. 

“The agreement is expected to take effect 
July 1 and transfer of offices to new sys- 
tem will be made as rapidly as possible 
after that date. It is understood that sim- 
ilar agreements covering the remainder of 
the railroad company’s system will be put 
in force as soon as the existing contracts 
with the Western Union Co. expire. 

“The agreement just consummated will 
take away from the Western Union sys- 
tem and add to the Postal system, all 
offices and the telegraph lines on 4745 miles 
of railroad in a populous and important 
section of the country. 

“This is the most important and far- 
reaching deal ever made by an opposition 
telegraph company. It not only’ takes 
away from the Western Union and gives 
to the Postal large revenues from com- 
mercial telegraph businéss, but incident- 
ally will put the Western Union Co. to 
heavy expense in removing its pole lines 
from the railroad rights of way and re- 
building its lines in other locations, 

“Although this is perhaps the most seri- 


ever received, it is not the only recent 
one. The Postal Telegraph and Commercial 
Cable Co's. victory in connection with 
the Pacific cables, in which fight the 
Western Union is said to have expended 
large sums of money, involves the loss to 
the Western Union of very considerabie 
future revenue. Even the Cuban cable fight, 
although nominally a victory for the Weat- 
ern Union, really resulted in loss to then, 
because it compelled a heavy reduction in 
rates. The Postal Telegraph and Commer- 
cial Cable Co.'s comparatively recent 
connection with the new German cables and 
also with the Halifax and Bermudas and 
direct West Indian cables has resulted in 
diverting very considerable business from 
the older company. The completion of the 
néw Pacific cable will also result in large 
increase of the Postal company’s business. 
The Postal has within the past two years 
made subst&fitial gains in various other 
directions, notablf in the acquiring of 
branch offices in all the principal hotels 
of the country. The company has recently 
opened offices in every important hotel on 
the St. Lawrence river and has made num- 
erous connections with railroads, particular- 
ly with roads extending into the newly 
developed copper and coal-producing terri- 
tory in the South and Southwest. It has 
also won numerous condemnation sults in 
various states, establishing its right to 
construct lines upon railroad rights of way 
and destroying the most valuable exclusive 
feature cf Western.
